Now  it  is  the  work-place  of  12  to 
15  mechanics,  and  it  is  fully  equipped. 
In  addition,  there  is  a  small  store 
where  several  replacement  engines  for 
popular  models  are  kept  in  stock. 

Another  part  of  the  repair  service 
is  the  all-night  recovery  scheme  re¬ 
cently  brought  into  operation.  A 
break-down  truck  is  kept  on  hand  day 
and  night,  and  the  present  rate  of 


dealings  with  the  firm  are  carried  out 
on  nett  cash  terms.  This  includes 
repair  and  maintenance  charges;  the 
vehicle  is  not  delivered  until  the 
account  has  been  settled. 

The  repair  side  of  the  business  has 
been  built  up  slowly  and  in  the  face 
of  considerable  difficulties.  When  the 
business  was  started,  a  few  repairs 
were  carried  out  in  what  are  now 
the  showrooms,  but  equipment  and 
space  were  never  such  as  to  allow  any 
major  repairs,  so 
Northern  Motors 
began  to  use  the 
garages  at 
the

of  the  property.

A.A.,  is  about  50  a  week.  It  is  pianned 
that  the  garage  will  open  all  night 
and  seven  days  a  week  very  soon. 

And  all  this  has  been  developed 
since  1947.  At  that  time  the  site  was 
barely  recognisable  as  a  garage,  and 
the  pumps  had  been  condemned  as 
useless.  But  that  was  no  deterrent  to 
the  owners.  They  engaged  two  pump 
mechanics  to  do  what  they  could,  and 
promised  them  a  bonus  of  £5  for 
every  pump  they  got  working.  Within 


ten  days  all  the  six  pumps  were  func¬ 
tioning — they  had  to  be,  for  the  wait 
for  new  ones  would  have  been  18 
months.  Since  then,  a  million  and  a 
half  gallons  have  flowed  through 
them. 

The  yearly  turn-over  of  the  garage 
is  now  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  million 
pounds,  derived  mainly  from  the  sale 
of  350  used  cars,  an  increasing  number 
of  new  ones  (they  are  stocking  dealers 
for  Fords  and  the  Rootes  Group),  and 
300,000  gallons  of  petrol.

How  to  Raise  More  Capital 

Some  hints  on  what  to  do — and  what  not  to  do 


Matter  of  security 

T  must  be  a  rare  event  tor  any¬ 
one  to  have  traded  for  any  length 
of  time  and  never  to  have  felt: 
“What  a  boon  it  would  be  if  I  could 
get  hold  of  just  a  little  more  capital. 
What  good  use  I  could  make  of 

£ . ”  the  amount  varying,  of 

course,  according  to  the  size  of  the 
business  and  the  particular  need  that 
has  arisen. 

Nowadays,  high  prices  call  for  more 
capital  in  almost  every  field,  involving 
in  some  cases  over  three  times  the 
amount  of  money  formerly  needed. 

Often  the  money  can  be  got.  Every¬ 
thing  depends  upon  what  view  “the 

By  ^LE\0^^ 

people  in  the  loan  market,”  so  to  say, 
take  of  you  and  your  business. 

The  first  essential  from  their  stand¬ 
point,  naturally,  is  security.  No  one 
lends  money  without  being  reasonably 
assured  of  getting  it  back  again  in 
due  course,  with  interest. 

And  that,  of  course,  is  precisely  the 
point,  for  no  trader  ever  has  to  say 


to  himself:  “How  I  wish  I  could 
obtain  a  little  more  capital”  if  he  has 
obvious  tangible  security  to  offer.  If, 
for  instance,  you  hold  any  Govern¬ 
ment  bonds,  or  first-class  bank,  insur¬ 
ance,  or  “blue-chip”  industrial  shares, 
or  own  freehold  property,  or  have  a 
policy  on  your  own  life,  you  need  go 
no  further  in  your  search  for  reason¬ 
able  accommodation  than  your  bank 
manager’s  parlour.  But  if  you  have 
no  colateral  of  this  satisfactory  kind 
to  put  up,  what  then? 

Avoid  moneylenders 

First  I  would  suggest  a  caution. 

Don’t  go  to  a  moneylender.  Some 
people  might  disagree  with  this  warn¬ 
ing,  saying  something  like:  “But 
moneylending  is  now  a  legalised  busi¬ 
ness — that  is  to  say,  it  comes  under 
the  control  of  the  Moneylenders  Act 
of  1927,  and  so  cannot  be  so  bad.”  All 
the  same,  that  is  my  advice.  Nobody, 
one  assumes,  goes  to  a  moneylender 
unless  he  is  badly  in  need,  and  the 
desperate  situation  in  all  likelihood 
must  worsen  as  the  result  of  such  a 
step. 

Hardly  less  undesirable — and  again

this  is  my  personal  opinion  —  is  the 
giving  of  a  bill  of  sale,  unless  and 
until  this  seems  quite  unavoidable. 
Apart  from  the  fact  that  the  lender 
of  money  (called  the  “grantor”)  under 
such  an  instrument  has  power  if  there 
is  default  to  take  possession  of  the 
chattels  concerned,  many  a  trader  has 
defeated  his  primary  purpose— which 
has  been  to  rehabilitate  himself  finan¬ 
cially — by  giving  a  bill  of  sale,  inas¬ 
much  as  these  instruments  have  to  be 
registered  at  the  High  Court,  where 
they  are  open  to  inspection,  and, 
further,  the  particulars  are  widely 
published. 

Open  publicity 

This  is  necessary,  as  creditors  of  the 
grantee  are  entitled  to  know  how  he 
has  mortgaged  his  effects,  and  to 
whom.  Such  attendant  publicity  may 
be  almost  as  bad  as  putting  a  notice 
in  your  window  that  you  are  in  low 
water! 

So  far  we  have  considered  the  what¬ 
not-to-do  aspect:  now  for  the  more 
positive  side. 

No  better  advice  can  be  given  in¬ 


itially  than:  See  that  bank  manager 
whom  we  have  already  had  in  mind. 
Take  him  into  your  confidence.  And 
no  matter  how  small  your  account 
with  him  may  be,  conduct  it  well,  in 
a  businesslike  manner. 

If  a  trader  pays  in  regularly,  settling 
all  amounts  owing  by  cheque,  doesn’t 
take  cash  out  of  the  till  without  re¬ 
placing  it  by  cheque,  if  he  separates 
business  money  from  personal  cash, 
pays  himself  a  regular  salary,  doesn’t 
attempt  to  exceed  the  agreed  limits 
of  an  overdraft  without  a  further 
arrangement,  then  the  bank  feels  that 
he  knows  his  financial  position  at  all 
times  and  is  worthy  of  consideration. 

If,  nevertheless,  the  bank  manager 
does  not  feel  that  some  particular 
proposal  placed  before  him  is  actually 
a  banking  proposition,  he  may,  all  the 
same,  be  able  to  introduce  a  third 
party.  For  the  banks  are  usually  in 
touch  with  a  number  of  people  who 
have  varying  sums  available  to  invest 
in  businesses  which  their  advisers 
deem  a  reasonable  risk,  and  many  in¬ 
troductions  of  the  kind  have  proved 
to  the  parties’  mutual  advantage. 

Private  limited  company 

Such  a  potential  investor  (who 
sometimes  can  be  contacted  also 
through  a  solicitor,  acountant  or 
other  professional  person),  may  be 
prepared  to  lend  money  at  an  agreed 
rate  of  interest,  or  he  may  suggest  a 
partnership — an  active,  “sleeping”  or 
“limited”  one,  as  far  as  he  is  con¬ 
cerned:  or  he  may  possibly  favour 
instead  the  formation  of  a  small  pri¬ 
vate  limited  company. 

This  last  is  often  by  far  the  most 
satisfactory  course.  Such  a  (private) 
company  can  be  formed  if  wished  by 
two  people  only  (the  legal  limit  for 
such  companies,  by  the  way.  is  30 
persons)  with  any  amount  of  capital 
as  required,  arranged  as  one  may 
choose — so  many  preference  and  ord¬ 
inary  shares,  and  so  on,  allotted  to 
the  members  according  to  their  re¬ 
spective  contributions  of  capital. 

Many  businesses  start  with  a 
nominal  capital  of  £100.  The  parties 
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could  usually  themselves  float  the 
company,  but  usually  it  is  desirable  to 
engage  a  solicitor,  accountant  or 
valuer.  Many  articles  have  been  pub¬ 
lished  on  the  particular  question  of 
the  how  and  the  why  of  company 
formation,  so  by  now  it  will  be  widely 
realised  that  the  particular  advantage 
of  such  flotation,  as  compared  with 
the  firm  or  personal  business,  is  that 
the  vendor’s  liability  becomes,  im¬ 
mediately  on  registration,  restricted  to 
the  amount  represented  by  his  share¬ 
holding. 

This,  as  against  the  unlimited  lia¬ 
bility  that  the  owner  formerly  shoul¬ 
dered  as  a  private  trader  for  all  the 
debts  and  obligations  of  the  firm, 
tends  to  give  him  that  sense  of  free¬ 
dom  and  security  which  is  often  just 
what  he  needs  to  enable  him  to  push 
ahead  with  his  business. 

And  it  will  be  appreciated  also  that 
the  forming  of  a  company  opens  the 
way  to  the  securing  of  further  capital 
should  more  be  wanted  for  further 


development  at  some  later  date — and 
of  obtaining  it  with  the  minimum  of 
bother,  delay  and  expense. 

The  way  in  question,  of  course,  is 
by  the  issuing  of  additional  shares. 
Another  interested  person,  or  perhaps 
several  persons,  may  be  introduced  by 
banker  or  fellow-shareholder,  as  one 
who  would  like  to  join  in.  According 
to  the  amount  of  his  participation,  so 
the  company  can  make  the  necessary 
simple  arrangements  for  a  new  issue. 

Or  in  appropriate  cases  debentures 
may  be  issued — that  is  to  say,  some¬ 
one  makes  a  loan  to  the  company  and 
is  given  an  entitlement,  so-called,  to 
repayment  in  front  of  the  share¬ 
holders  and  of  the  ordinary  trade 
creditors.  But  in  a  private  company 
there  must  be  no  offer  of  shares  gener¬ 
ally:  no  public  issue  as  in  the  case  of 
a  public  limited  liability  concern.  I 
would  invite  any  reader  who  would 
like  to  study  this  subject  in  detail  to 
write  to  me.  c/o  the  Editor,  and  I  will 
send  him  a  list  of  appropriate  books.

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The  Problem  of  Underground 
Petrol  Storage 

Risks  where  tanks  have  been  buried  for  many  years 


Leakage  tests 

IT  is  more  than  probable  that 
owners  of  petrol  filling  stations  may 
be  approached  by  local  petroleum 
officers  in  the  very  near  future  with 
the  object  of  carrying  out  leakage 
tests  on  underground  petrol  storage 
tanks. 

Although  perhaps  no  more  than 
those  tanks  that  have  been  installed 
for  20  or  more  years  will  be  singled  out 
for  special  attention,  it  may  well  be 
that  owners  will  welcome  some  details 
of  the  situation  which  may  be  pre¬ 
sented  to  them. 

It  is  hoped  that  no  apprehension  will 
arise  in  the  motor  trade  on  this  score, 
for  provided  the  accident  rate  remains 
at  the  present  low  level,  the  precau¬ 
tions  that  may  need  to  be  taken  will 
be,  in  effect,  an  investment  against 
tragedy.  And  the  precautions  will  not 
necessarily  be  costly.  Indeed,  in  most 
cases  the  cost  factor  will  be  negligible 
or  very  small. 

Trade’s  co-operation 
There  should  thus  be  no  question  of 
traders  not  wishing  to  co-operate  with 
the  local  authorities  on  this  matter, 
for  they  themselves  do  realise  the 
potential  dangers  to  life  and  property 
from  accidents  due  to  ignition  of  leak¬ 
ing  petrol  or  petrol  vapour. 

What,  then,  is  the  problem  as  it 
stands  to-day?  In  many  cases  the 
steel  tanks  placed  underground  and 
used  for  storage  of  petrol  have  been 
buried  for  a  considerable  number  of 
years.  In  the  early  days,  most  of  these 
tanks  were  placed  in  the  soil  without 
any  form  of  protection,  mainly  because

at  that  time  the  situation  was  not  en¬ 
visaged  whereby  losses  by  perforation 
would  arise. 

Moreover,  it  may  indeed  be  a  fact 
that  only  after  the  passage  of  a  con¬ 
siderable  number  of  years  will  such 
perforations  occur.  Many  factors 
including  type  of  soil,  water  levels, 
manhole  construction,  reinforcement 
above  tanks,  etc.,  may  be  needed  singly 
or  in  combination  to  produce  disin¬ 
tegration  of  parts  of  the  steel  tanks. 

25  years  useful  life 

Opinion  on  the  useful  life  of  petrol 
tanks  placed  underground  directly  into 
the  earth  varies,  but  the  generally 
accepted  conclusion  is  that  the  period 
may  be  in  the  region  of  25  years.  If 
this  be  so,  then  such  a  period  has  now 
expired  since  many  of  the  first  tanks 
were  put  into  position.  This  is  per¬ 
haps  the  most  obvious  reason  for  an 
approach  to  the  trade  to  verify  the 
safety  of  their  tanks. 

There  will  be  ready  appreciation  of 
shrinkage  factors,  for  many  retailers 
of  petrol  experience  the  headache  of 
making  sales— with  up  to  two  or  three 
per  cent,  loss — balance  with  stocks 
delivered.  Over-measure  on  pumps, 
failure  of  attendants  to  stop  on  tJie 
mark,  evaporation  whilst  filling  and 
thermal  changes  are  themselves 
enough.  But  what  if  tank  perfora¬ 
tions  are  also  adding  to  the  total? 
With  all  these  losses  absent  it  should 
be  possible  to  work  to  at  least  one 
half  per  cent,  on  delivered  petrol 
stocks,  though  few,  in  fact,  manage  to 
do  so. 

Let  us  now  look  at  the  legal  aspect 
of  the  case  and  particularly  how  the 
local  authority  may  act,  whether  or 
not  co-operation  is  refused.  All  petrol 
in  stores  over  60  gallons  may  only  be 
kept  on  premises  licensed  by  local 
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authorities.  By  the  provisions  of  the 
Petroleum  (Consolidation)  Act,  1928, 
an  authority  may  attach  to  a  licence 
such  conditions  as  it  considers  ex¬ 
pedient. 

There  is  no  reason  to  believe  that  a 
condition  which  may  compel  a  trader 
to  allow  his  tanks  to  be  tested  would 
be  unreasonable.  Neither  would  a 
condition  requiring  him  to  carry  out 
these  tests  or  to  provide  a  certificate 
from  a  competent  authority  that  his 
tanks  were  perfectly  sound.  In  any 
case,  if  a  licensee  considers  any  con¬ 
dition  attached  to  a  licence  to  be 
unreasonable,  he  may  appeal  to  the 
Home  Secretary  direct. 

Onus  of  tests 

There  can  be  no  guarantee,  even  If 
every  local  authority  in  the  country 
decides  to  enforce  tests,  that  the 
actual  execution  of  such  will  be  left 
in  the  hands  of  their  petroleum 
officers.  The  onus  may  well  be  placed 
directly  upon  the  retailer  or  licensee. 

The  Home  Office  have  indicated  a 


method  of  hydraulic  test  for  leakage 
and  the  information  they  have  given 
Is  set  out  in  the  accompanying  panel. 
In  addition,  the  Home  Office  have  ex¬ 
pressed  the  opinion  that  similar  tests 
might  be  made  at  the  25th  and  30th 
year  and  thereafter  at  two-yearly 
intervals. 

Possible  period  of  grace 

Let  us  now  turn  to  the  question  of 
when  such  conditions  may  be  imposed 
upon  the  licensee.  As  all  are  aware, 
licences  are  normally  granted  for  each 
year  ending  December  31st  and  re¬ 
newable  on  January  1st.  It  follows, 
therefore,  that  a  period  of  grace,  even 
up  to  12  months,  might  result  from  a 
decision  to  impose  such  a  condition. 
In  this  case  there  should  be  sufficient 
time  for  the  garagist  to  seek  the  aid 
of  the  defined  competent  authority 
and  submit  a  certificate  of  test  to  the 
local  authority  before  his  licence  was 
due  for  renewal. 

We  have  dealt  so  far  with  those 
tanks  that  are  suspect  due  to  lack  of 


HOME  OFFICE  TESTING 

1.  — At  thi*  tlin«*  of  installation,  and 
when  in  position  in  the  excavation,  suoli 
tanks  should  he  air  tested  with  a  pres¬ 
sure  of  10  Ih.  p.s.i.  maintained  for  a 
luaxiniiiin  period  of  24  hours. 

2.  — They  should  subsequently  be 
ii.vdraidieally  tested  with  petroleum 
spirit  under  controlled  conditions  after 
tliey  have  been  installed  for  20  years, 
and  this  test  should  be  repeated  at  the 
2i>th  and  30th  year  and  tliereafter  at  two 
yearly  intervals.  Concurrently  with  these 
petrol  tests  on  the  tank  Itself,  each  pipe¬ 
line.  including  the  vent  pipe,  should  he 
air-tested  witli  a  |>ressure  of  10  Ih.  p.s.i., 
maintained  for  at  least  two  hours. 

3.  — It  is  suggested  that,  in  carrying 
out  tlie  liydraiillc  tests  referred  to  aho\c. 

I  lie  fidlowing  procedure  should  he 
followed: — 

(a)  Tlie  lank  sliould  tie  cumplelely 
lilanked  off  from  all  pipe  connections 

(b)  It  should  he  filled  with  product 
to  its  maximum  capacity,  i.e.,  until 
the  level  is  Just  iielow  the  manhole 
neck,  and  carefully  dipped.  The  tank 
should  tlien  he  sealed  and  left  for  21

liours,  after  which  period  a  second  dip 
sliould  he  taken. 

(c)  In  order  to  minimise  any  pos¬ 
sible  errors  due  to  tliermal  effects,  the 
tank  should  lie  filled  and  allowed  to 
stand  for  some  hours  before  the  test 
is  commenced,  preferably  over-night. 
It  is  also  felt  that  in  stipulating  a  24- 
lioiir  period  whereby  the  dips  referred 
to  will  lie  taken  at  the  same  time  on 
two  siicc-eedlng  days,  this  will  also  con¬ 
tribute  towards  reducing  any  thermal 
differences. 

(d)  That  at  the  time  of  filling  the 
lank  and  during  the  period  it  is  stand¬ 
ing  prior  to  the  commencement  of  the 
lest,  the  tank  should  be  freely  vented 
lo  ensure  the  elimination  of  any  air 
liockets. 

<e)  That  lo  niiniiiiise  possible  errors 
in  dipping  caused  by  displacement, 
etc.,  a  short  ullage  rod  should  be  used 
when  taking  the  check  dips,  the  cross¬ 
piece  resting  on  the  top  of  the  fill-pipe 
and  the  rod  itself  only  penetrating  the 
spirit  for  a  few  Inches. 
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protection  underground.  Perforations 
of  these  may  occur,  as  indicated  above, 
from  a  variety  of  reasons,  but,  in 
addition,  anodic  disintegration  due  to 
electrochemical  action  by  soil  bacteria 
may  also  take  place.  This  is  the  direct 
result  of  the  tank  and  the  immediate 
surrounding  earth  being  at  different 
electrical  potentials,  causing  any  un¬ 
protected  steel  to  become  the  anode 
and  consequently  liable  to  destruction. 

In  the  case  of  tanks  placed  in  vaults 
visolated  from  earth  by  6in.  or  9in.  walls 
of  brick  or  concrete,  and  surrounded 
by  clean  sand,  it  is  considered  that  the 
above  process  will  not  take  place.  This 
is  the  installation  method  that  is  more 
or  less  common  throughout  the 
country  now,  and  many  licensing 
authorities  will  not  grant  a  licence 
unless  such  a  vault  is  provided  for 
underground  petrol  tanks. 

Legality  to  be  tested 

In  some  instances  such  conditions 
are  definitely  “pre-licence.”  Whether, 
strictly  speal^ing,  these  are  legal  is  a 
fact  which  has  yet  to  be  tested.  It 
may  be  that  a  licence  must  be  given 
first  and  the  conditions  enforced  later. 

Further,  it  seems  doubtful  whether  a 
licence  can  be  revoked  if  the  condi¬ 
tions  are  not  yet  complied  with,  the 
remedy  lying  in  the  non-renewal  the 
next  year,  with  appeal  to  the  Home 
Secretary  by  the  licensee  if  he  feels 
aggrieved. 

In  view  of  all  the  facts  of  the  case, 
it  is  hoped  that  all  concerned  will  co¬ 
operate  even  in  spite  of  the  variations 
that  may  occur  from  district  to 
district.

positive  action  in  respect  of  a  situation 
which  has  not  arisen  and  can  only  be 
a  matter  of  conscience.  But  much 
damage  in  all  ways  could  result  from  a 
sudden  increase  in  the  accident  rate 
relating  to  the  storage  and  handling 
of  petroleum  spirit. 

Petroleum  Officers,  be  they  Police 
Officers,  Weights  and  Measures  inspec¬ 
tors  or  others,  are  always  willing  to 
help  and  advise.  If  any  retailer  ex¬ 
periences  a  regular  serious  loss  in 
petrol  stocks,  which  may  not  be 
reasonably  accounted  for  by  other 
shrinkage  factors,  then  the  co-opera¬ 
tion  of  the  petroleum  officer  should  be 
immediately  sought. 

Fortunately,  up  to  now,  there  have 
been  few  instances  of  explosions  of 
petrol  vapour  in  sewers  or  gullies,  but 
not  much  imagination  is  required  to 
visualise  the  consequences  of  leakage 
of  petrol  from  tanks  whose  useful  life 
is  measured  by  a  defined  number  of 
years.  A  little  anticipation  indeed 
may  save  national  tragedies.

Crew  of  experts 

OTH  the  Austin  Motor  Co.  and 
their  dealers  are  showing  how 
mobile  service  facilities  can  be 
expected  to  be  quite  a  feature  in  the 
immediate  future.  The  home  dealers 
are  operating  parts  vans  in  a  big  way 
in  their  respective  territories,  and  the 
Austin  Co.  themselves  have  introduced 
mobile  service  facilities  abroad.

Tape  Soider 


Useful  for  many  jobs  about  the  house 
and  handy  to  have  in  the  car  in  case 
of  an  unexpected  break  in  the  elec¬ 
trical  circuit,  the  tape  .solder  which  is  now 
being  made  by  Multicore  Solders,  Ltd..

Had  that  tradition 
not  been  set,  at  an  early  stage,  and 
constantly  maintained,  the  story  of 
the  trade’s  development  might  read 
differently.  The  approval  of  the 
Throne  gave  encouragement,  and 
eased  the  way.  That  is  uppermost  in 
my  thoughts  on  the  eve  of  the  Coron¬ 
ation,  and  it  will  bear  a  little  further 
examination. 

Edwardian  foundation 

F  course,  the  industry  was  well 
established  before  the  death  of 
Queen  Victoria.  The  Prince  of 
Wales’  interest  had  been  aroused  at 
the  very  start  of  the  middle  ’90s,  and 
so  had  the  Duke  of  York’s.  It  was  not 
long  before  the  Prince  acquired  a  car 
of  his  own.  When  he  came  to  the 
throne  as  King  Edward  VII  he  was  a 
confirmed  motorist.  Yet.  his  tastes 
might  easily  have  been  different.  He 
was  hardly  a  young  man  and  he  had 
grown  up  in  an  age  of  horses.  It 
would  not  have  been  surprising  if  he 
had  taken  the  same  line  as  many  of 
his  horse-loving  contemporaries,  and 
looked  with  hostility  at  the  new  in¬ 
vention  which,  even  then,  was  obvi¬ 
ously  threatening  the  horse’s  future. 
In  that  event  the  opposition  to  motor¬ 
ing  would  have  been  far  greater  than 
it  was,  and  progress  correspondingly 
slower.  In  certain  directions,  Edward 
VII  exerted  a  profound  influence  on 
his  age.  One  was  in  the  sphere  of 
foreign  relations;  particularly  with 
France.  Ar;other,  as  one  can  see  now. 


was  the  part  he  played  in  making  it 
fashionable  to  run  a  car,  which  ulti¬ 
mately  brought  about  a  change  in  the 
English  way  of  life.  No  doubt  that 
would  have  come  in  any  case,  but  the 
process  was  expedited  by  the  King, 
and  since  that  time  every  monarch 
has  used  motor  cars,  and  to-day 
magnificent  limousines  of  the  Royal 
Family  are  an  essential  part  of  the 
pageantry  of  a  great  occasion. 

The  quality 

ROM  our  particular  viewpoint, 
the  brief  Edwardian  age  was 
critical  —  and  great.  It  was  a 
time  of  tremendous  advance;  it  freed 
us  from  certain  Victorian  restrictions 
while  preserving  Victorian  grandeur. 
In  spite  of  modernisations,  the  grace 
of  living  was  maintained.  There  was 
an  appreciation  of  beautiful  things, 
including  motor  cars,  that  was  partly 
lost  in  the  later,  harder  years.  Rea¬ 
ders  know  that  I  have  long  pressed 
the  case  for  the  economy  car.  But  I 
am  no  less  anxious  that  Britain 
should  continue  to  lead  in  the  produc¬ 
tion  of  superb  automobiles.  They 
belong  to  the  English  scene,  along 
with  the  big  country  house,  and  Lon¬ 
don  at  the  height  of  the  season,  on 
a  warm  June  evening. 

The  First  Gentleman 

ND  what  will  be  the  place  of  the 
Duke  of  Edinburgh  in  the  new 
reign?  He,  too,  is  a  keen  motor¬ 
ist.  Like  so  many  people,  he  began 
with  a  used  car  which  he  bought 
cheap.  He  duly  acquired  an  M.G., 
and  made  full  use  of  its  speed,  by  ali 
accounts.  Now  he  flies — and  if  he  be¬ 
comes  a  jet  pilot,  none  will  wonder. 
He  typifies  the  best  of  to-day’s  youth. 
As  such  he  can  lead,  and  will.  Already 
he  has  made  an  impact  on  the  world 
of  motoring.  We  can  place  confidence 
in  him,  in  the  days  of  adventure 
ahead.

Diesel  trains 

IT  is  announced  that  British  United 
Traction,  Ltd,,  have  formed  a  new 
division  to  look  after  diesel  train 
developments,  from  design  to  market¬ 
ing,  throughout  the  world.  Behind 
them,  of  course,  are  Leyland  and 
A.E,C„  who  formed  B,U.T.  not  long 
after  the  war  to  handle  their  trolley¬ 
bus  business. 

That  this  Is  highly  Interesting  is  the  least 
that  can  be  said  of  it.  The  writer  has  for 
long  maintained  that  motorlsatlon  offers 
hope  for  the  railways  in  their  present  plight, 
and  quite  possibly  about  the  only  substan¬ 
tial  one  they  have.  The  operation,  more¬ 
over,  will  have  to  be  performed  mainly  by 
our  own  Industry,  for  rea.sons  that  will  occur 
to  most  readers.  The  companies  mentioned 
above  appear  to  have  the  .same  general  idea, 
and  now  show  further  determination  to 
pursue  it. 

Possibly  revolutionary 


machine  for  some  considerable  time,  and  a 
very  large  number  are  now  in  use  on  the 
Continent,  apparently  with  fully  satisfac¬ 
tory  results.  Tlae  concession  for  the  Lanz 
Alldog,  as  this  carrier  is  called,  has  been 
obtained  by  the  well-known  Spaldihg, 
Lines,  firm  of  H.  Leverton  and  Co.,  Ltd., 
who  hope  to  show  examples  at  the  “Royal” 
at  Blackpool  in  July. 

The  Alldog  is  fitted  with  a  12  h.p.  single- 
cylinder  air-cooled  engine,  running  on 
heavy  oil.  and  the  tran.smission  gives  five 
forward  speeds  and  one  reverse,  a  power 
take-off  being  fitted.  The  tracks  are  adjust¬ 
able,  both  fore  and  aft,  and  the  steering 
arrangements  are  highly  unusual. 

The  front  wheels  are  .steerable  in  the 
normal  mahner,  but  the  action  can  be 
further  accentuated  by  braking  one  or  the 
other  of  the  rear  wheels  at  the  same  time, 
and  it  is  claimed  that  with  this  aid  the 
carrier  can  be  turned  within  its  own  length. 
Additionally,  the  rear  wheels  can  also  be 
steered  if  desired,  the  whole  axle  being 
pivotable. 

A  very  wide  range  of  implements  has  been 
developed  by  the  makers,  and  Levertons 
have  also  produced  additions  of  their  own. 


Some  readers  will  be  aware  of  a  develop¬ 
ment  in  connection  with  farm  tractor  de¬ 
sign,  that  made  its  start  on  the  Continent, 
at  any  rate  to  all  practical  purposes,  not 
very  long  ago.  This  was  the  introduction 
of  the  type  of  machine  that  can  be  briefly 
defined  as  a  powered  implement  carrier,  and 
on  the  face  of  it  this  type  of  machine  would 
appear  to  have  a  very  considerable  future 
before  it.  It  is  too  early  yet  to  foreca.st 
where  this  may  lead  us.  but  the  effect 
upon  tractor  design  could  conceivably  prove 
revolutionary. 

The  basic  difference  between  the  conven¬ 
tional  tractor  and  the  powered  carrier  cah 
be  explained  quite  simply.  In  the  latter 
the  whole  power  unit  is  concentrated  at  the 
extreme  rear  of  the  machine,  around  the 
back  axle.  The  forward  part  of  the  chassis 
is  accordingly  an  open  framework,  to  which 
implements  can  be  mounted  for  the  work 
in  hand.  They  are.  of  course,  in  full  view 
of  the  driver,  and  would  normally  be 
hydraulically  operated. 

The  leading  example  of  the  type  is  the 
German-built  Lanz.  the  makers  being  a  very 
old-established  concern  in  the  automotive 
field.  They  have  been  building  the 


The  summer  shows 

No  fewer  than  23,000  people  visited  the 
Oxford-shire  agricultural  show,  the  attend¬ 
ance  being  vastly  up  on  last  year’s  figure.

‘BUY  TYRES  WITHIN  THE  FAMILY,’  ADVISE  M.A.A. 


NEW  DISTRIBUTION  PLAN  DISCUSSED  BY  COUNCIL 


R().\l>  SAFKTV  S(  IIKMK  DROPPED 

OLLOWING  publication  of  the  new 
Tyre  Distribution  Plan,  the  Motor 
Agents’  Association  are  strongly  urging 
all  members  of  the  motor  trade  to  buy 
their  tyres  within  the  family. 

This  decision  was  taken  at  the  May 
council  meeting  of  the  association,  during 
which  the  hope  was  expressed  that  as  many 
dealers  as  possible  would  become  distri¬ 
butors  and  that  garagists  would  deal  only 
with  them.  If  the  trade  did  not  act  on 
this  advice,  it  was  pointed  out,  the  result 
could  be  most  damaging,  if  tyre  houses 
and  factors  made  themselves  the  only 
■wholesale  channels. 

The  reminder  was  given  that  it  is  an 
offence  to  make  payments  of  rebates  off 
invoices,  and  that  the  B.M.T.A.  are  going  to 
take  action  in  any  such  cases. 

Other  items  on  the  agenda  were: — 

Sale  or  Return. — The  M.A.A.  have  made 
out  a  strong  case  for  the  continuation  of 
the  sale-or-return  scheme,  and  have  found 
the  manufacturers  co-operative,  witli  no 
intention  of  discontinuing  the  scheme,  par¬ 
ticularly  for  vehicles  going  into  stock, 
though  they  see  no  necessity  for  continuing 
it  for  the  time  being,  for  fast  sellers.  Ford 
and  Vauxhall  are  continuing  for  all  models; 
others  have  promi.sed  to  re-introduce  a 
schema  if  and  when  necessary.  The  asso¬ 
ciation  are  appealing  to  all  traders  to  live 
up  to  the  conditions  of  the  scheme,  and 
operate  it  fairly. 

Car  Distribution  Plan. — This  plan  is  to 
be  reprinted  and  sent  out  to  the  trade 
within  the  next  few  months. 

Tax-Paid  Stocks.  —  Representations  have 
been  made  to  the  Chancellor  of  the  Ex¬ 
chequer  disagreeing  with  the  Hutton  Com¬ 
mittee  recomendatlohs  on  tax-paid  stocks, 
and  urging  the  Government  to  arrange  for 
refunds  on  cars  and  other  purcha.se-tax 
goods  of  that  sort. 

Introductory  CoininiSslon. — Several  divi¬ 


sions  have  sent  resolutions  calling  for 
repairers  (large  “R")  to  have  authority  to 
carry  through  their  own  vehicle  sales.  It 
is  apparent  that  a  number  of  distributors 
also  desire  the  change.  It  has  been  decided 
to  pass  the  question  to  the  executive  com¬ 
mittee.  after  which  it  will  go  to  the  Joint 
committee. 

Petrol, — The  petrol  committee  have  raised 
three  points  with  the  petrol  companies 
individually: — 

1.  — ^The  as.sociatlon  have  pointed  out  that 
they  do  not  favour  "free”  gifts  for 
motorists,  such  as  television  interference 
suppressors,  and  are  oppased  to  free  gifts 
of  goods  normally  held  for  re-sale.  Most 
companies  have  replied  and  agreed  with  the 
a.ssociation’s  views. 

2.  — The  a.ssociation  have  recommended 
that  the  globes  of  bulk  consumers'  pumps 
should  be  removed,  and  the  pumps  marked 
"Not  for  re-sale.”  Replies  have  been  fav¬ 
ourable,  the  companies  agreeing  to  the 
"Not  for  re-sale”  notices,  though  some  have 
said  that  some  old  pumps  need  globes  to 
protect  them  from  the  weather. 

3.  — The  association  have  also  recom¬ 
mended  that  the  prevailing  retail  price 
should  appear  on  pumps  on  an  official  tab. 
Again,  favourable  replies  have  been  received 
from  most  companies. 

Road  Safely. — A  joint  letter  has  been  sent 
to  the  Ministry  of  Transport  explaining  why 
their  scheme  for  vehicle  inspection  during 
Coronation  Year  is  not  wise.  The  Minister 
has  replied  that  in  view  of  the  points 
raised,  it  Is  clearly  not  possible  to  proceed 
with  the  scheme.  He  has,  however,  called 
for  another  meeting  to  discuss  what  can 
be  done  on  the  propaganda  side.  (Having 
consistently  opposed  the  principle  behind 
this  scheme,  "The  (».  and  Is  particu¬ 

larly  pleased  to  learn  this  decision. — Ed.) 

Flood  Relief. — A  total  of  £990  has  been 
paid  out  by  the  Benevolent  Fund  in  flood 
relief.

A  legal  caoe  of  particular  interest  to  the 
owners  of  utility  vehicles  was  recently 
heard  at  Bow  Street  Magi-strate's  Court, 
London,  when  an  A.A.  member  was  sum¬ 
moned  lor  unlawfully  using  a  vehicle  for 
the  carriage  of  good>  without  the  appro¬ 
priate  licence. 

The  vehicle  had  been  registered  as  a 
utility  and  had  tuo  iM'nrh  seats  normally 
placed,  with  the  spare  wheel  and  tools  in 
a  32in.  space  behind.  .\  drop-down  dour 
gave  access  to  this  space. 

On  the  journey  in  question  a  collapsible 
film  screen  wa.s  lying  fore  and  aft  across 
the  backs  of  the  two  bench  .seats,  on  the 
near-side  of  the  car.  A  film  projector,  a 
Ioudssp>€aker  and  a  transformer  were  being 
carried  on  the  seat.s  and  on  the  floor,  but 
not  in  the  space  behind  the  rear  bench. 

The  A.A.  solicitor  contended  for  the 
defence  that  the  vehicle  was  a  private  car 
constructed  solely  for  the  carriage  of  iias- 
sengers  and  their  effects,  and  that  no  goods 
vehicle  licence  wao  therefore  required.  The 
magi.strate  upheld  thi.s  view,  dismissed  the 
charge,  and  allowed  defendant  10  guineas 
costs.

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ASSESSOR’S  PART  IN  ROAD 
SAFEH 

INSTITI  TE>»  ’Ist  .\NMVEK>.\KV  ItlNNEK 

The  dinner  of  the  Institute  of  Automobile 
A.s.se.ssor.s  in  London  on  Friday  last  week  was 
also  the  celebration  of  the  institute's  21st 
anniversary,  and  proposing  the  health  of 
the  guests.  President  4.  .Arden  White 
declared  that  in  those  21  years  they  had 
raised  the  .standard  of  vehicle  examination 
— and  would  raise  it  even  higher  in  the 
future. 

He  .said  that  the  mechanical  condition  of 
road  vehicles  was  a  great  contributory  cause 
of  road  accidents. 

They  talked  a  lot  about  the  mechanical 
condition  of  vehicles,  but  probably  talked 
about  it  so  much  that  they  forgot  its 
importance,  he  added. 

However,  in  1932.  when  they  were 
founded,  there  were  2i  million  vehicles  on 
the  roads  of  Britain;  In  1952.  there  were 
over  4}  million,  hut  the  number  of  fatal 
ar^eidents  had  fallen  t«>  less  than  half. 
Mr.  .Arden  White  sahl  he  felt  that  the  insti¬ 
tute  had  played  their  part  in  this  reduetion. 

In  a  reply,  II.  E.  tioriek.  President  of  the 
Chartered  Institute  of  Secretaries,  urged 
the  adoption  of  roadworthiness  certificate.s. 
It  was  curious,  he  said,  that  certificates 
were  required  for  aircraft  and  for  ships, 
but  not  for  road  vehicles.  The  roads  would 
be  safer  if  unfit  vehicles  were  kept  off. 

Also  replying  to  the  toast  was  .1.  K.  W. 
Alexander,  President  of  the  Institute  of 
Arbitrators.  He  brought  in  a  new  angle  by 
suggesting  that  much  might  he  achieved  if 
cars  were  designed  to  reduce  service  costs 
anil  to  help  the  owner-driver. 

A  third  reply  was  made  by  I»r.  R.  4.  smeed. 
Deputy  Director  of  the  Traffic  and  Safety 
Division  of  the  Road  Research  Laboratoi'y.

At  a  Lucas  conference  at  Harrogate  on 
Tuesday  last  week.  400  motor  agents  and 
traders  from  the  North  of  England  were 
given  an  insight  into  recent  developments 
ih  the  design  of  car  lighting  equipment 
by  Dr.  J.  H.  Nelson,  Senior  Lighting  Eng¬ 
ineer  of  Joseph  Lucas.  Ltd. 

He  discussed  the  developmeht  of  the 
block-pattern  headlamp  lens,  and  showed 
how  by  this  means  the  light  dispersion  was 
very  carefully  controlled,  and  how  the.se 
developments  led  to  the  introduction  of 
the  double-dipping  system. 

Dr.  Nelson  was  asked  whether  any 
thought  had  been  given  to  having  a  white 
reflector  on  the  off-side  front  of  velilcles 
— particularly  lorries.  The  questloher. 
R.  Mct’omhie  Metcalf,  of  Leyburn,  suggested 
that  this  would  be  a  great  step  in  road 
safety,  as  at  present  if  the  off-side  light 
or  lights  were  out.  there  was  no  telling 
the  width  of  the  vehicle  approaching.  Dr. 
Nelson  agreed  that  the  idea  was  good. 

FI  TLKE  OF  “FLASHERS” 

During  the  discvusslon,  other  points  raised 
Included  the  proposed  requirement  for  fit¬ 
ting  two  rear  lights  and  reflectors,  and 
que.stions  were  asked  on  direction 
“flashers.”  It  was  said  that  Lucas  wanted 
“flashers”  to  l»e  accepted  in  itritain  so  that 
they  could  standardise  the  fittings  on  cars 
for  the  home  and  export  market;  in  some 
American  States  “flashers”  were  already 
compulsory.  Doubts  were  expressed,  how¬ 
ever,  as  to  the  effectiveness  of  this  form 
of  direction  indicator  in  comparl.son  with 
our  own  trafficator. 

At  the  reception,  guests  were  welcomed 
by  the  conference  chairman.  Sales  Director 
J.  Masterton. 

After  lunch  and  an  address  of  welcome 
from  Mr.  Masterton,  conference  members 
saw  the  new  Lucas  battery  film.  Afterwards 
the  trade  guests  remained  for  Dr.  Nelson’s 
lecture  and  consequent  discussion  under 
the  chairmanship  of  Mr.  Masterton.  sup¬ 
ported  by  Jolin  laicas.

TUBELESS  TYRE  TESTED 

l)E.)IONSTR.\TION  AT  FORT  DUNLOP 

The  new  tubeless  tyre  which  has  been 
introduced  by  the  Dunlop  Rubber  Co.,  Ltd., 
and  which  was  described  in  our  last  issue, 
was  tested  exhaustively  before  a  Press  party 
at  Fort  Dunlop,  Birmingham,  last  week. 

The  tyres  were  fitted  to  a  Humber  Super 
Snipe  which  was  first  driven  in  a  tight 
circle  to  show  the  reaction  under  excessive 
cornering  stress,  and  then  over  patches  of 
two-inch  nails,  many  of  which  pierced  the 
covers.  After  each  test  there  was  no  lo.ss 
of  pressure.  Then  the  car  was  driven 
around  Birmingham  with  five  passengers 
for  a  di.stance  of  about  ten  miles,  and  the 
pressures  were  still  normal. 

Fitting  and  repairing  the  tyres  was  also 
demonstrated.  Repairs  are  effected  by 
using  a  normal  tube  patch  on  the  inside 
of  the  cover

DESPITE  MOKE  VEHICLES  IN  I’SE 

Consumption  of  petroleum  products  in 
the  United  Kingdom  .showed  only  a  modest 
rise  In  1952,  and  the  consumption  of  motor 
spirit  showed  no  lncrea.se  compared  with 
the  previous  year.  ThLs  occurred  despite 
there  being  a  greater  number  of  vehicles 
on  the  roads,  and  "Is  a  reflection  on  the 
liigli  level  of  taxation  on  motor  fuel  which 
alTects  all  users.” 

These  remarks  on  the  effects  of  the  heavy 
burden  of  motor  taxation  are  contained  In 
the  .statement  by  Chairman  Sir  William 
Fraser  circulated  with  the  report  and 
accounts  of  the  Anglo-Iranlan  Oil  Co.,  Ltd. 

"The  oil  companies,  too,  have  a  heavy 
hiirilen  to  bear  In  financing  the  duty  pa.v- 
ments,”  the  Chairman  adds,  "a  burden 
which  they  are  not  called  tiixui  to  carry  In 
.such  an  onerous  manner  in  other  countries.” 

Referring  to  the  reintroduction  in  this 
country  of  branded  petrol  and  premium 
grades  after  a  gap  of  13  years,  he  mentions 
that  the  response  to  the  reintroduced 
premium  grades,  which  represent  a  sub- 
.stantlal  Improvement  beyond  the  qualities 
obtainable  before  the  war,  has  shown  con¬ 
clusively  that  this  development  has  been 
welcomed. 

The  con.solldated  gross  trading  profit  for 
the  year  ended  December  31st  last  is  re¬ 
turned  at  £59.553,678.  compared  with 
£71.377.882  for  1951. 

The  report  explains  that  1952  wa.s  the 
first  fuP  year  during  which  the  company 
had  no  oil  from  Iran,  and  the  effect  of 
this  deprivation,  despite  the  greatly  In¬ 
creased  supplies  from  other  .sources,  is 
reflected  In  the  reduced  trading  profits.

The  Americans  have  a  word  for  it:  Inert  dealers 


Woofers  and  tweeters 

I  HAVE  occasionally  mentioned  the 
way  we  follow  the  Americans  in 
the  motor  business,  including  some 
of  the  fancy  words  used  in  publicity. 
Of  course,  there  are  firms  like  Vaux- 
hall  and  Routes  who  have  automatic¬ 
ally  picked  this  up  in  their  mass 
production  and  design  departments.  I 
was  looking  the  other  day  at  a  paper 
called  “Fortnight,”  a  recent  publica¬ 
tion  of  Clymer’s. 

I  noticed  an  advertisement  of  a  tele¬ 
vision  set.  and,  without  knowing  any¬ 
thing  about  it,  was  somewhat  tickled 
by  the  description,  “With  12in.  woofer 
and  7iin.  tweeter  speakers.”  But  I 
could  somehow  weigh  up  what  they 


mean,  and  that  is  the  trick  of  all 
American  phraseology;  they  may 
sound  queer,  but  they  somehow  get 
the  point  over.  If  v/e  were  to  go  all 
round  a  car  looking  for  new  names 
like  those,  there  would  be  quite  a  job 
ahead.  I  can  think  now  of  some  cars 
with  tweeter  engines  and  woofer  axles. 

In  the  same  publishers’  paper  I  was 
also  interested  to  note  the  advertise¬ 
ment  of  the  Rover  handled  by  Routes. 
This  carried  my  mind  back  to  the 
days  when  Riley  in  Coventry  were 
agents  for  the  Darracq  car  from 
France — that  is  somewhere  about  1907. 
I  don’t  know  whether  to  compliment 
Routes  or  Rover.  I  should  think  both : 
one  for  their  good  car,  and  the  other 
for  their  excellent  attack  on  export 
markets. 


Complacency  again 

Harking  back  to  the  remarks  about 
complacency  in  the  motor  business  in 
a  recent  Terse  Talk.  I  would  like  to 
quote  an  example  of  complacency  in 
another  sphere. 

A  few  weeks  ago  I  wrote  to  a  radio 
manufacturer  as  I  wanted  to  purchase 
a  radiogram.  And  as  I  am  decidedly 
critical  about  what  I  listen  to.  It  had 
to  be  a  good  one,  and  that  meant  that 
it  was  fairly  costly.  The  firm  were 
told  that  I  had  had  a  bit  of  trouble 
with  the  local  dealers  and  they  recom¬ 
mended  one  to  me  and  I  wrote  to  him 
suggesting  that  he  paid  me  a  call  to 
settle  up  the  details. 

This  dealer  has  done  precisely 
nothing  and  the  nett  result  is  that  he 
has  lost  my  business.  I  have  had  no 
compunction  whatsoever  in  shopping 
him;  in  other  words  I  have  told  the 
manufacturer  exactly  what  happened.
